Washington]  County,  Md.  The  name  of  Lieutenant  Christian 
Orendorff  also  appears  in  a  list  of  prisoners  exchanged  Oct. 
25,  1780.    [Maryland   Archives,   Pages  48  and  616.] 

CHRISTIAN  ORENDORFF  was  commissioned  a  Captain  in 
the  First  Regiment,  Marvland  Continental  Line,  [Revolution- 
ary War.]  April  1,  1778.  He  reined  May  15,  1782  [Md.  Ar- 
chives,  Pages  362,  480.   and  521.] 

It  is  supposed  that  the  name  of  the  father  of  the  Christopher

-a  river  in  Switzerland,  -  is  probably  its  original  form .  The 
termination  dorf,  signifies  a  village.
